THE CODIFICATION OF COMMERCIAL LAW.. 

A paper was next read by Professor Leone 
Levi on the subject of “The Codification and 
Ajsimilation of the Commercial Law of the Bri- 
tish Empire.”

differed from tho laws of the United Kingdom.

BILIB OF LADING REFORM. 


Tho next question was Bills of Lading Reform, 
Mr. J. MAnorrw (Matheson aud Co.) said that 
the greatnenessity for reform arose from thehurry 
and bustle’ conneoted. with steamsbip cargoes, 
which really prevents thera being sufficient time

The. shipowner 
ought to allow sufflciont time for common justice 
to be dove to cargo (often very valuable) entrust- 
ad to his caro, and shippers should be willing to 
pay the very modorate advance to the rate’of 
fraight which would prevent the shipowner boing, 
a loser by the extra expenditure of time on the 
reception, stownge, ahd discharge of his carga. 
The London Chamber of Commerce had come'to 
the oonclysion that it waa’ nocessary to soek the 
aid of legislation to cottle the general principleant 
the shipowner’s liability as carriers. A Bill had 
bean drafted, the main provisions of which wero 
that the shipowner was exempted {ram liability
